London, Dei'. 8.— Groat Britain ami 
(in many have presented ultimatums to 
Venezuela, which will be followed up 
by the seizure of the customs unless a 
satisfactory settlement is forthcoming; 
within a brief period. The ultimatums 
have a time limit, but the exact date 
cannot be ascertained hen-. The Foreign 
nlltre states with regard to the time 
limit: 

"It is a reasonable time in which 
Venezuela ran satisfy the injured gov- 
ernments. I'.otli noies are practically 
identical, but the amounts of claims 
differ. The notes merely reiterate the 
continued disregard by the Venezuelan 
government of all our representations, 
specified Hi our claims, ami demand 
lion on the part of Presi- 
govermnont in connection 
The British government's 
case is practically identical with the 
statements made in previous despatches 
from London, where it was announced 
the preiient action was contemplated. 

The Foreign nIHco is hourly awaiting 
important despatches from Caracas, but 
up to a late hour tonight none had 
reached there. While the government 
is rather worried at the. inability to get. 
answers from Minister Haggard, they 
"re in no way seriously alarmed, es- 
pecially as inquiries have revealed the 
fact that the Venezuelan representatives 
are in a similar situation. The Foreign 
otllce says: There is not the slightest 
desire to coerce Venezuelan, and if any 
answer had been made to our repeated 
demands ami protests no such action as 
now taken would have been needed. It 
was the persistent and insulting disre- 
gard to all representations which com- 
pelled nt; to move. It is now too late 
in the day for anything but diplomatic 
arrangements to be accepted satisfac- 
tion for our injuries.

The Bundesrnth al- 
ready lias been informed that the For- 
eign ollico is unwilling to disclose the 
text of Germany's ultimatum, as such 
a slop would be against all precedents 
ami because it also would be discour- 
teous to \ enezuela to publish the text 
lietore giving that country an opportun- 
ity to reply. Neither is an intimation 
given as to what forcible action will 
lollow, on the ground that this would 
bo disclosing military secrets. The navi- 
gation olltces confirm the reports that 
the '(ierman flagship Vintia arrived at 
(I.a Guayraz, November 30, that the 
'Kalke reached there December 1, an d 
that the: Gazelle and Panther anchored 
oil thai port nt the end of last week. 
Knell of these warships is equipped with 
lauding material and field guns. 

Loudon, Dee. 8.— Premier Balfour an- 
nounced in the House of Commons to- 
day thai an ultimatum had been sent to 
Venezuela and that in the event of a 
satisfactory reply not being received the 
British and German governments will 
take- measures to enforce their claims 
against that country. 

When questioned on the Yeuczueinti 
situation by Sir Henry Campbell Bun- 
nermati, the Liberal leader, Premier 
Uialfour said: 

'U-'or the past 1 wo years we have hail 
grave cause f j- complaint on various oc- 
casions of unjust limbic interference by 
the Venezuelan government with the lib- 
eiiy and property of British subjects. 
-No efforts have been spared by the 
I British government to obtain an 'amic- 
able settlement of these cases, but ill 
none of them satisfactory* explanations 
I have been forthcoming. Latterly the 
I representations of the British minister 
have been practically unnoticed. There 
are a,s,, cases in which British sub- 
jects ami companies have large claims. 

"We have been acting in conjunction 
with the German government, which 
also has large claims against Venezuela. 
A ililial communication lias been made 
to the Venezuelan government by the 
iBritisb minister and the German charge 
d'affaires. If 110 satisfactory reply is 
received the governments have decided 
to take such measures as may be neces- 
sary to enforce there claims." 

Replying to a supplementary question, 
Mr. Balfour saitl he understood the com- 
munication to Venezuela was neither 
joint nor identical. 

Paris, Dee. ,S. — Several newspapers 
here are urging the French government 
to send warships to participate in the 
naval demonstration against Venezuela 
pointing out the extciit of the French 
interests in that country. But it is an- 
nounced at the Foreign office the gov- 
ernment will adhere to its purpose to 
hold aloof from the movement as the 
protocol signed by France and Venezuela 
assures a satisfactory settlement of the 
French elnims. 

"Washington, Dec. ".—In Venezuela's 
yellow book for 1001. a copy of which 
lins been received in Washington re- 
cently from the foreign office nt Caracas, 
are the exchanges between the London 
and Caracas governments last year in 
regard to the ownership of I'atos Island, 
which has been in dispute between tlie 
two countries for many years. Signifi- 
cance attaches to this correspondence in 
view of the approaching crisis between 
Venezuela and Great Britain, as it. is 
not improbable that in the settlement nt 
the claims of British and German citi- 
zens against Venezuela, the Patos dis- 
pute will also he involved.

THOMAS NASI DEAD, 

He Was the Best of United States 
Cartoonists. * 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, Pee. 7.— United 
States Consul-General Thomas Nast 
died today at noon after three days' ill- 
ness from yellow fever, lie was interred 
at 5 o'clock tl'is afternoon. The funer- 
al was attended by the governor, tlie 
consular corps, the United States colony 
and by many friends. The collln was 
mapped in the stars and stripes. The, 
British consul read a prayer in the ceme- 
tery. The death Jf 'Mr. Nast is deeply 
lamented by the natives, who held hLui 
in high esteem. 

Thomas Nast was lioni in Landau, 
Bavaria, September 'JO, 1S40. His father 
was a musician of ability and for many 
years held a position in the Bavarian 
army, but in lS-lt; he emigrated to the 
United States, where be afterwards be- 
came a member of the Xcw York Phil- 
haiinonie Society ami often appeared in 
concerts. His son, Thomas Mast, was 
educated in the public schools of that 
city, and displaying a talent lor ait, be- 
gau, at the nge ut' 1-1, a six months' 
course of study with Theodore Kauf- 
man, an artist of some note. lie re- 
ceived no other Instruction than this, 
and was immediately employed in tar- 
nisthing drawings for Frank Leslie s 
Illustrated News.

THE NEW LOAN. 

The News-Advertiser of Vancouver 
published last Friday :i long article denl- 
iut; with tho new provincial lean. The 
altitude taken by the News-Advertiser 
tnwarde the credit of the province is 
thai it has fallen through oxtravaganco 
ami incompetence on the part of the 
government. The general level of the 
prices of investment stocks has fallen. 
The price of British Columbia stock 
dues not appear to have fallen more 
than that of other securities of the 
same character. We have before us 
an article from a lLondon financial pa- 
per, which is devoted to showing, not 
that the general level of prices lias de- 
dined within the last three years, for 
Hint is a fact too obvious to require 
proof, but that it has not yet recovered 
from the severe fall which occurted 
ituruig the summer, to the level of even 
last '.May. It says: 

Coming back, however, to the question 
ol the so-called advance, what do we 
find? In nearly every case, and with 
nearly every class of good investment 
security, the prices of six mouths ago 
—and this particular dute Us taken be- 
cause the interest conditions will be 
.similar— were higher than they are now 
after the alleged advance. Take local 
loans stock. The mean price then, that 
is in the middle of .May, was 101V&; L. 
<'. ('. stock was 102, Manchester three 
per cent, stock was 10<>, and Colonial 
loans were distinctly higher. Coming 
to railway debentures, it is the samo 
thing. Caledonian four per cent, were 
l.'l-i'/j. or ■_! [mints better than at pres- 
ent; <freat Eastern lours were points 
higher. <Jreat Northern threes 2 points, 
Great Western foil s and North-West- 
ern threes I points. Brighton lour and a 
half per cent. Perpetual and N'orth- 
KuMtern threes 'J points, ami South- 
Western Consolidated threes ii'/j points; 
these figures being below the highest 
quotations of the year, which, of them- 
selves, were very much below the best 
uf last year il year of war and trouble. 

A similar stale of things is shown iu 
railway preference stocks, where at 
least one would expect to liinl some re- 
llection of Ihe recovery in the ordinary 
storks. Instead of this, we see that 
North- Western four per cent, preference 
stock, now at 127%, was UIOMj six 
months ago. the extreme prices this year 
being 130 highest and 125 lowest, so 
that Ihe advance from the very lowest 
in a bare or little more than would 

be accounted for by the accrued inter- 
est. Great Eastern four per cent, pre- 
ference is points lower and 2'v points 
above' the worst, while Great Western 
live per cent, stock is still C points 
lower, North-Western four per cent, it 
points, South-Western four per cent. 4 
points, and North J Enstern, Midland and 
Lancashire, nml Yorkshire 2. Brighton 
five per cent, are now only 1 point 
lower than in May, and '.\\'< points above 
the lowest but r>M> points below the best 
of last year. Even the annuities of the 
'East India railway show the same de- 
pression, being now quoted 23 instead of 
24. Ihe three per cent, debenture stock 
heitig two points i«wer than it was, and 
at about the lowest; and it is tho same 
with (I. f. ,P, railway four per. cent, de- 
ltoid up> stock. It would seem from this 
that the value of investment money is 
at a very low standard, and that such 
recovery as may hm e taken place does 
little more than reflect the natural ad- 
vance through the accretion of interest. 

These then are the conditions under 
-which tho province has been obliged to 
borrow money, if it would borrow it at 
all. They nre unfavorable- conditions, 



but there is no reason to imagine that 
the internal political conditions of Brit- 
ish Columbia have made them specially 
unfavorable towards this province. The 
News-Advertiser compares the new pro- 
vincial loan with tha new Natal loan, 
with the inference thut the latter has been 
much more successful than the former: 
As to that point the London Times, 
speaks of "the very moderate success 
of the Naful and British Columbia new 
loans" placing both on a footing of 
equality. In fact we have yet to see 
any expression of opinion iu the Eng- 
lish press than British Columbia's credit 
has been injured by conditions prevalent 
in or action taken by British Columbia. 
If such an injury had been done it would 
be expressed in the attitude of London 
financiers and their attitude could hard- 
ly fail of being reflected in the press. 
It is left to newspapers in British Co- 
lumbia to make this accusation. But 
as these newspapers are influenced by 
political motives their opinion upon such 
a subject is not worth buying. Tho 
British Columbia Review describes the 
result of 1 the new loan as follows: 

The new British Columbia government 
loan was not a success, only 20 per 
cent, of the £72().IKM1 offered being sub- 
scribed by the public. This is unfortun- 
ate, especially as the loan was withheld 
some mouths ago because the monetary 
conditions ilea were not considered fav- 
orable to the issue. On the present oc- 
casion the failure is not because any 
objection could be taken to the loan iu 
view of the purpose for which it was 
intended to employ the money, or that 
tho [irice of issue was too dear. Natal, 
which appealed to the investor at the 
same time, has fared little belter, and 
several other government aud municipal 
issues have not resulted in an unquali- 
fied success, so that there is only one 
inference to be drawn, and that is that 
tho war has temporarily straitened the 
menus of this country, which for till! 
time being appears to have had a sulll- 
ciency of sterling investments. We re- 
gie! the ill-fortune of the province, the 
more because if good loans are not a 
success, what inducement is thereto tloat 
industrial undertakings? Possibly with 
the advent of the New Year capital will 
become more plentiful and less timid. 

GUtEAT BRITAIN AND GERMANY. 

The visit of the German Emperor to 
Great Britain has shown the feeling of 
hostility between the two peoples to be 
deep seated and lasting. The reception 
of the Emperor in England w as decided- 
ly cool. As the King's nephew, people 
were glad to see him. but to the repre- 
sentative of Germany, they indulged in 
no warmth of welcome whatever. Oil 
tl ther hand, lie has been openly de- 
clared to have lost all his popularity in 
Cctinany by his iiclion iu visiting < 1 rout 
Britain. Tile cause of the estrange- 
ment between the two countries is 
dee, .si ate, 1, much more deeliseuted than 
a i outburst of sentimental enthusiasm 
o\er Ihe Boer cause would lead us to 
believe. Germany, ;vn artificial union 
of States, burdened by a huge military 
organization affecting the time, money 
and morals of the people, with a medie- 
val a rislocracy at one cud of si 
its enunti rparl in iiuarchical 
at Ihe other, imagined that iu a few 
years it could become n world power in 
commerce and dominion, and could rival 
the glories of the British Empire, the 
.■■low spontaneous growth of a free peo- 
ple. Germany is now beginning to find 
uitt that the task is an impossible one. 
Germany has begun too late. There is 
:io room for the expansion of the race. 
Every German who leaves Germany be- 
comes absorbed in Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion. If he does not, his children do. 
It is all the same. One generation is 
nothing. It is the coming generations 
which count. Industrial civilization has 
conquered the world. It is now amplify- 
ing the conquest. But the essential 
crisis is over. No matter how Ger- 
many strives and agonizes, she finds 
herself in the end the handmaiden of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization ami Anglo- 
Saxon commercial predominance. Ger- 
many imagined that the great collec- 
tion of nations, known as the British 
i Empire, was ripe for dissolution, mid 
| that the Boer war was its parting knell. 
In the resulting chaos she' exptcted to 
find equality of opportunity. From this 
ill-natured but not unnatural dream she 
has awakened to lind her rival engulph- 
ing the Boots as well as conquering 
their country. The agents for the de- 
struction of the British Empire have 
become agents for its preservation and 
extension. This irresistible powr has 
been brought sadly home to German 
imagination. It has scattered the rose- 
ate dreams of Germany and can only 
breed venom and hatred in her mind 
until her ambition has been killed 
through tho realization of its! futility.

They travel In separate bands, uumberiiii: 
!«1 to 40 iu each, and they kill every allium 1 
they come across Irrespective of sex or 
age. Their mode of hunt'lni; Is to encircle 
a large track of land and drive ail the game 
to a particular place, where they slauirhter 
them at short range. From May till the 
'beginning of Octdber these Immls of In- 
dians live entirely on game, with whatever 
wild roots they may gather on tlie moun- 
tains. They dry all the meat, arter their 
dally wants are supplied, and 'puck It bark- 
to Chllcotln. Indians from this part wlni 
have seen their deserted camps, describe 
them as being mountains of 'bones, veri- 
table Golgoth-as. Since the Chllcotln In- 
dians have started hunting In this section 
game has nrpldly decreased. Take a low 
estimate of 150 Indians living on deer and 
mountain sheep chiefly for live months 
annually, not to take Into account the 
amount of dried meat they pack home for 
their winter consumption, each Indian 
would certainly kill eljrht animals monthly, 
which would mean a')OUt six thousand 
every season. If this slaughter is permit- 
ted to continue, deer and sheep in this- 
sectlon will be soon entirely exterminated, 
and if the Indian Department will not do 
ilts duty our provincial government mast 
lake the matter in hand and settle It.

A Colonist reporter within recent days 
took occasion to visit the city library | 
ami attempted to ascertain what were 
the prevailing conditions. From the lib- 1 
rnriaii, Mr. Gowsird, he learned that 
the room facilities furnished by the city 
for tlie quartering of the public library | 
in the city hall are entirely inadequate, 
and that' conditions generally for the 
successful conduct of a public library 
in Yietorin are far from satisfactory. 
Pile major portion of the books which 
e available to subscribers in the Iib- 
•e in a state of thorough disre- 
L'hey are ragged, shorn of hind- 
many instances, and, generally 
speaking, unlit for handling. 

Besides that, the library accommoda- 
tion generally is very bad. Situated in 
the city hall upstairs, elderly ladies [ind 
themselves much inconvenienced in 
climbing the flight of stairs which bring 
them to the library rooms. 

Owing to the hick of proper facilities 
in the library arrangements, it is im- 
possible for the librarian at the City 
hall to furnish nil up-to-date catalogue; 
and, as a consequence it is now impos- 
sible for a new subscriber to the library 
to locate a book which he may want; 
and when be does receive the book bo 
[finds it dillleult to vend it owing to the 
dh'isoil state in which he finds it. 

To put it briefly, it is the opinion 1 of 
the librarian of the Victoria Public Lib- 
rary, nnd a great majority of its pat- 
ron's, that the present library is n dis- 
grace to the city of Victoria. The quar- 
ters for bousing the hooks are too small, 
the books are in an astounding state of 
dk-rcmiir. and there i" no catalogue 
which enn be characterized ns un-to- 
dito. Reform is needed; nnd that at 
once.

?2oo,o00, Secured Upon the Sewer 
Rentals and Sewer Bates, with tie

Steamer Shawmnt. the monster 
freighter of the Boston Steamship Com- 
pany, reached port yesterday morning 
from Manila, via the ports of China and 
Japan, returning from her first trip to 
the Far East.

The Princeton landed the crew at Naga- 
saki and there Captain Hansen suys, 
(Lloyd's agent refused to let him send 
out a tug lo seek the deserted schooner. 

What is interesting the owners now. 
however, is where they will stand in 
the event of the Japanese warship find- 
ing and bringing to port their abandoned 
property. It is said that there is no 
insurance on her. 

COTTAGE CITY DOWN. 

Pelaycd by Heavy Storms.— Klondike 
is Storm Swept, 

Steamer Cottage City, of the Pacific 
Coast S. S. Co., arrived in port MF 
Sunday morning from Skagwaj- — two 
days late, and did not bring any advices 
regarding the Dawson (lections as was 
expected. The steamer will sail North 
again this evening. The Cottage City 
reported that all Southeastern Alaska 
an. I the British Yukon section have been 
stormswept for a week. The entire 
telegraph system of those regions is 
paralyzed. It has been so for seven days 
past. The wires are stili down, there 
linving been no telegraphic, communica- 
tion between Victoria and Lynn canal 
and the Klondike since a week j:go to- 
day. 

In the Yukon last Tuesday wns held 
I he election for the first territorial mem- 
ber of the Dominion parliament. The 
returns have probably been gathered in 
from the creeks and Ho.' result made 
known by this time, but no word has 
yel reached Ibis city, nor did Skagway 
have the information up tu November 
oil. 

The Cottage City's officers report that 
wind and snow have been playing havoc 
in ilie Northland. While there has been 
no great, damage to property, navigation 
is carried on only under the greatest 
difficulty. The Cottage City was seven 
days coming from Lynn canal to this 
port. She sailed November bT) from. 
Skagway. Three nights of the voyage 
she had 10 tie up or go to anchor on 
account of the storm. Cue night she 
passed in Wraugel Narrows, another at 
the entrance to Queen Charlotte Sound, 
and a third nt Tonko. 

Hales blew furiously, accompanied not 
Infrequently by blinding snow. It rain- 
ed, too, as it can rain only in Alaska. 
The water came down fast and furious. 
There were three days and nights of 
the most disagreeable 'weather. It was 
very cold on Lynn canal. The snow on. 
the mountain range back of Skagway 
was attaining a great depth, threatening 
a blockade of railroad traffic between 
the metropolis and White llorse. Tele- 
graphic communication between Skag- 
way and Dawson had ceased. The wires 
were down along the Yukon. There is 
also a break in the line somewhere, 
North of the Skeena river. 

The Cottage City brought -neither 
Klondike passengers nor mail. She had 
(17 passengers from Southeastern Alas- 
ka points. Among others well known 
were J. A. Becker, a Hunter's Bay min- 
ing superintendent; I. W. Dudley, o 
the White Puss & Y'ukon; Carl Spuhtt, 
of tho Alaska Fish & Oil company, 
Kilisnoo; W. J. Hills, clerk of the 
United States district court at Skag- 
way. As cargo the Cottage City had 
34(1 tons of guano and salmon, the lat- 
ter including a 1,700-case consignment 
from the Tonka canneries. She had n 
.SLoO.OtMl bullion shipment from the 
Tread well mine.
